In  our  meeting  with  the  Civic  Design  Committee,  of  December  20, 
1971,  which  included  Messrs.  G'Donnell  and  Poch  of  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Department,  Messrs.  Belles  and  D'Amico,  the  Architects, 
Mr.  Onorato,  who  manages  the  parking  lot,  and  Officer  Busalacchi 
from  the  Police  Department,  there  was  general  discussion  concer- 
ninn  i"he  planting  r> !  .-ir;  fnr  t-h*=  psri<inn  ,r,t".   Since  oi'r    !ast  meetlnQ 
in  which  the  Committee  considered  this  problem,  objections  had 
arisen  to  this  landscaping  as  follows: 
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2.   Recreation  and  Park  Department:   Mr,  O'Donnell, 

Superintendent  of  Parks,  is  concerned  because  of  the 
high  water  table,   He  believes  that  the  trees  would 
not  live.   He  is  further  concerned  because  of  the 
subsidence  and  continuous  movement  of  the  parking 
lot  surface.   He  believes  that  this  condition  v^ould 
be  aggravated  by  installation  ef  these  planting  areas 
and  that  the  current  problems  'n  connection  with 
flood'ng  and  drainage  of  che  area  would  be  increased. 
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He  stated  that  the  City  spends  about  $50,000  each 
year  in  leveling  the  constantly  shifting  surfaces  of 
the  paving  now.   The  problems  of  maintaining  level 
surfaces  would  be  greatly  aggravated  by  the  instal- 
lation of  these  planting  areas.   From  time  to  time 
the  planting  areas  themselves  would  sink  below  the 
paving  surface  and  nave  to  be  paved  over. 

3.   Mr.  Spadia,  President  of  the  Forty  Miners,  was  not 
present,  but  had,  by  letter,  expressed  his  fears 
that  the  installation  of  this  planting  would  cause 
critical  maintenance  and  surveillance  problems  and 
increase  the  water  problems  and  flooding. 

/■    ur   Drink  -  t  -"•■   '-*-  in — p*"  nf  f-hp  — irkinn  1 -+-   e»v-—  reccod 
his  belief  that  the  operation  of  the  "lot  would  be 
sever ly  hampered  by  these  planting  areas  and  that 
there  would  be  increased  personnel  danger  and  damage 
by  wrecks  if  this  landscaping  is  installed.   He  also 
warned  against  further  decreases  in  parking  spaces. 

Mr.  Born  expressed  his  belief  that  a  parking  structure  should  be 
considered  for  Candlestick,  as  a  solution  to  the  parking  problems. 
This  is  a  reasonable  conclusion  since  the  parking  requirements  for 
a  65,000  seat  stadium  exceed  the  capacity  of  the  parking  lot  by 
2;500  or  more  ra-<;:   It  will  he  referred  to   the  Park  Engineering 
Section  for  further  consideration. 

The  conclusion  of  the  meeting  was  that  the  planting  areas  should 
not  be  installed  at  this  time,  but  that  the  matter  should  be  re- 
studied  by  the  Architect  and  his  Lanscape  Consultant.   A  credit 
for  this  cost  will  be  taken  from  the  Williams  &  Burrows  contract. 
The  money  so  credited  should,  however,  be  held  in  trust  for  such 
additional  landscape  work  which  is  found  advisable  by  the  Architect 
and  his  Landscape  Consultant  and  which  is  approved  by  the  Art 
Cornmi  ss  ion .

Statement  by  Mayor  Joseph  Alioto  on  Street  Artists 
December  31,  1971 

The  encouragement  of  the  arts  has  long  been  a  hallmark  of  San 
Francisco  life. 

For  many  years,  street  artists  have  been  a  regular  part  of  the 
artistic  community  of  the  great  European  cities,  adding  a  certain  charm 
and  color  to  life  in  these  cities. 

But  the  unregulated  and  unrestricted  use  of  the  streets  can  only  lead 
to  chaos  and  confusion  and  ultimately  serves  neither  the  interests  of 
the  artists  nor  the  established  businesses  of  a  city. 

We  believe  it  is  possible  to  strike  a  delicate  balance  between  the 
competing  claims. 

In  an  effort  to  reach  that  balance,  we  intend  to  adopt  an  experimental 
policy  of  establishing  a  number  of  regular  locations  for  street  artists.  This 
policy  has  been  reached  after  consultation  with  both  representatives  of  the 
San  Francisco  Street  Artists  Guild  and  the  various  business  organizations, 
but  not  necessarily  their  concurrence. 

Effective  immediately,  the  street  artists  shall  have  the  full  use  of 
the  Embarcadero  Center  Plaza  and  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Concourse,  except 
on  those  days  when  concerts  are  scheduled. 

Additionally,  the  artists  shall  have  the  use  of  the  north  side  of 
the  700  block  of  Beach  Street  on  Sundays  and  the  inside  of  Union  Square 
on  Saturdays  and  Sundays. 

These  locations  will  be  limited  to  artists  selling  their  own  work. 
Regulation  of  these  activities  will  be  performed  by  the  appropriate  city 
agency  Ln  cooperation  with  the  Snn  Francisco  Street  Artists  Guild  and  uri'ler 
the  general  guidelines  of  existing  laws. 


2.2.L2.   bLi'eet   Artists 


This  policy  may  not  be  fully  acceptable  to  all  parties,  but  we  believe 
that  with  sufficient  time  and  under  careful  supervision  and  what  we  trust 
will  be  a  strong  measure  of  self-regulation  the  street  artists  will  become 
an  accepted  and  valued  artistic  asset  of  our  city. 

This  policy  may  be  subject  to  modification  from  time  to  time  as 
the  experiment  progresses.

The  private  facilities   -   to  be  developed  by  a   private  developer   - 
include  a  small   hotel,   office  space,   shops,   activities  which  will   help  support 
the  exhibition  center  and   the  arena  and  help  keep  the  open  spaces  active. 
This   is   the  largest  capital   improvement  program   that  has  ever  been  attempted 
by   the  City.        Construction  will   be  in     a   series  of  phases    to  keep  an  ongoing 
program . 


Mr.    Thomas  Mellon  expressed  his  appreciation   to   the  members  of  the  Art 
Commission  for  attending. 

A  brief  explanation  was   given  by  Commissioner  Born;   he  noted   that  several 
submissions   will   be  brought  before   the  Art  Commission.      However,    the  meeting 
today  was   to  present   the  master  plan  for  approval   and  also  approval   was   to 
be  requested  of   the  parking  facilities .      The  parking  facilities  are  below 
ground  and   therefore  construction  must  be  completed  before  any  other  building 
can  be  done. 

The  slides  established  the  general 
character  of  the  2-1/2  block  location  -  this  is  a  joint  planning  effort 
of  Kenso   Tange,   Lawrence  Halprin  ,   Mario  Ciampi   and  McCue  Assoc. 

Commissioner  Born  complimented  Mr.   McCue  on  his  presentation. 

General   discussion  with  a  question  and  answer  period  ensued.

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Snipper  noted   that  all   the  Commissioners  had  been  provided  with  a   list  of 
the   upcoming   "Pops"   concerts   and  he  invited  all   Commissioners   to  attend. 
He  announced   that   ticket  sales  are  going  very  well. 

Snipper  announced   that   under   the  Emergency  Employment  Act,    the  Commission 
office  had  been  able   to  have  some  extra   staff,   comprising:      2   curators , 
a  staff  photographer  who  is  photographing  all   art  work  in   the   city;      a 
girl   who  is   updating  all   records  of  art  work  in   the  city  and  an  assistant 
who  will   work  on   the  licensing  of  the  street  artists.      Bill   Roddy  of  the 
Mayor's  office  is   going  to  use  all   the  material  provided  by   the  photographer 
and   the  updating  of  the  list  of  art  work   to  publish  a  new  list  of  art  work 
in   the  City  of  San  Francisco .

Commendations  were  given   to  Mr.    Born  and 
Mr.    Callanan  for  all    the  work   they  had  done  on   this   exhibit  and   thanks   expressed 
to  Mr.    Zellerbach   for  making   the  exhibition  possible. 

NEIGHBORHOOD  ARTS   PROGRAM 


Steve  Goldstine  reported  on   the  activities  of  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program. 
He  informed   the  Commissioners   that  $85,000  had  been  received  from  the  Chief 
Administrative  Officer  -   this  due   to   the  efforts   of  Mr.    Harold  Zellerbach . 
Special   summer  programs  are   taking  place  with  funds   from  the  Department  of 
the  Interior ,   Department  of  Labor  and  Bureau  of  Recreation. 

The  Indian  Arts   Workshop  received  a   grant  of  $5000  from  the  National   Endowment 
and   the  North  Beach  Graphic  Arts   Workshop  received   $2,000. 

The  San  Francisco  Foundation  has   been  approached  for  funding  and  assurance 
had  been   given   that   the  Program  will,   in  all   probability,   receive  a   grant. 
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Steve  is   expecting   to  hear  from  the  National   Endowment  within   the  next   thirty 
to  sixty  days  in  regard   to  our  grant  from  them. 

The  program  is  now  in  its   6th   year  and  Steve   thanked   the  Commission  for  its 
tremendous  support. 

President   Zellerbach  responded   that   the  Commission  should  be  praised  for  the 
development  of  the  Neighborhood  Arts   Program. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Director  Snipper  reported   that   talks  have  been  held  with   the  Western  Opera 
Company  in  regard   to  presenting  opera   in   the  streets,   specifically   the 
Three  Penny  Opera.      The  Board  of  Directors   of  Western  Opera   are   very 
enthusiastic  and  feel   it  is  an  important  part  of  celebrating   their  50th 
year.      A  proposal  has  been   drafted  calling  for  approximately  eight  perfor- 
mances  in  different  areas  of  the  city,    thus  bringing   together  amateurs 
and  professionals .      N.A.P.    would  be  responsible  for  going  out  into   the 
neighborhoods   and  preparing  choral   groups.      The  presentations   would  be 
made  with   the  professional   singers  of  Western  Opera   and   the  neighborhood 
choral   groups.      Pacific  Gas   S  Electric  have  been  approached  with    the  idea 
of  their  sponsoring  a   television  production  of  the  performances   for 
national    television. 

Commissioner  Born  noted  that   the  Art  Commission  was  now  the  only  Commission 
who  owned   their   table   to  be   used  for   the  meetings .      This  had  been  constructed 
during  the  Lawton  Kennedy   exhibition. 

ADJOURNMENT 

There  being  no   further  business   the  meeting  adjourned  at   4:50pm.      The  next 
meeting  of  the  Commission  will   be  held  on  Monday,   August   7   at   3:15pm.

DIRECTOR ' S 
REPORT 


Director  Martin  Snipper  gave  an  account  of  the  1972  "Pops"  con- 
certs -  the  season  was  extremely  successful  with  eight  sell  out 
concerts  out  of  a  total  of  nine  concerts.  Total  attendance  was 
in   excess   of   52,000. 

In   the  absence  of  Steve  Goldstine    (on   vacation)    Director  Snipper 
announced   that  he  had  negotiated  an  agreement  with   the   University 
of  California  Extension  for  use  of  the   gymnasium,   by   the  Neighbor- 
hood Arts   Program.      The  gym  will   be  converted  into  a   community 
theatre  facility  whereby  all   community   theatrical   groups   can 
construct  stage  sets,   rehearse ,   conduct   workshops   and  possibly 
perform.      All   equipment   that  is   currently  loaned   to  neighborhood 
groups   will   be  stored  at    the   gym  in  rooms   that  are   tightly 
secured. 

In  view  of  the  Commissioners'    unhappiness   with   the  gallery  as   a 
monthly  meeting  place,   it  was  suggested   that  future  meetings  be 
held  in   the  public  library   -it  was  pointed  out   that  in  doing  so 
we  would  be  removing  ourselves   from   the  immediacy  of  our  files 
and  information.

I  am  in  receipt  of  your  request  for  an  opinion 
concerning  (1)  the  time  limit  within  which  the  Art  Commission 
must  act  on  a  matter  submitted  to  it  for  approval  in  accordance 
with  Charter  requirement  and  (2)  whether  the  floor  finish  of 
buildings  is  an  integral  part  of  the  design  requiring  approval 
of  the  Art  Commission. 

For  the  reason  hereinafter  stated  the  second  portion 
of  your  request  for  opinion,  which  poses  the  question  whether 
the  floor  finish  of  a  building  is  an  integral  part  of  the  design 
requiring  Art  Commission  approval  as  provided  in   Section  3.601 
of  the  Charter,  will  be  discussed  first. 

Section  3.601  (formerly  Section  146)  of  the  Charter  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  provides  that  the  Art  Com- 
mission must  first  approve  the  design  of  buildings,  bridges, 
viaducts,  elevated  ways,  approaches,  gates,  fences,  lamps  or 
other  structures  erected  or  to  be  erected  upon  land  belonging 
to  the  city  and  county. 
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Section  3.691  of  the  Charter  provides  that: 

"...  The  airports  commission  shall  have 
possession,  management,  supervision,  operation  and 
control  of  said  airport  and  of  all  other  airport 
properties  wherever  situated  as  it  may  acquire  or 
which  may  be  placed  under  its  control.   In  locating 
and  determining  the  character  and  type  of  improvements 
and  additions,  betterments  or  extension  to  airport 
properties  under  its  control,  the  commission  shall 
in  each  case  first  secure  the  written  recommendation 
of  the  director  of  airports,  including  analysis  of 
cost,  service  and  estimated  revenue  of  all  proposed 
alternatives  determined  feasible  by  said  director." 

Section  3.691  of  the  Charter  gives  the  Airports  Commission 
complete  control  over  the  management,  supervision,  operation  and 
maintenance  of  the  Airport,  its  business  and  its  facilities. 

For  the  reasons  hereinafter  stated  it  is  my  opinion  that 
the  type  of  floor  finishing  to  be  installed  in  Rotunda  A,  or  any 
other  building  at  the  Airport,  is  not  an  integral  part  of  the 
"design  of  the  building"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  3.601  of 
the  Charter  and  therefore  the  Airports  Commission  need  not  obtain 
approval  of  the  Art  Commission. 

The  noun  "design,"  in  Webster's  New  International 
Dictionary,  2d  Ed.  unabridged,  is  defined  as  follows: 

"...  a  preliminary  sketch;  an  outline  or 
pattern  of  the  main  features  of  something  to  be 
executed  as  a  picture,  a  building,  or  a  decora- 
tion; a  delineation;  a  plan  .  .  .  ." 

The  main  features  of  any  building,  and  therefor  an 
integral  part  of  its  design,  are  its  exterior  walls,  roof,  interior 
bearing  walls  and  structural  floor.   The  type  of  floor  finish,  as 
distinguished  from  the  structural  floor,  which  is  part  of  the  build- 
ing design,  has  no  relationship  whatever  to  the  weight  bearing 
capacity  of  the  floor.   The  type  of  floor  finish  relates  not  to  the 
design  of  the  building  but  rather  to  functional  use.

That  floor  finish  is  not  an  integral  part  of  a  building 
can  best  be  illustrated  by  the  following.   The  floor  finish  is 
installed  on  top  of  the  floor  proper.   The  relative  degree  of 
permanency  from  the  standpoint  of  ease  of  removal  and  change 
varies  with  the  type  of  floor  finish  ranging  from  very  easy  re- 
moval in  the  case  of  carpeting  to  somewhat  difficult  removal  in 
the  case  of  terrazzo.   As  shown  on  the  drawings  for  Rotunda  A, 
in  the  installation  of  terrazzo  a  membrane  is  placed  between  the 
concrete  floor  and  the  terrazzo  to  prevent  bonding  and  thus  per- 
mitting removal  of  the  terrazzo  if  later  desired.  But  whatever 
the  floor  finish,  it  can  be  altered  from  one  type  to  another 
without  alteration  to  the  structural  floor  of  the  building.   In 
this  respect  floor  covering  is  very  much  the  same  as  furnishings 
or  other  movables  which  are  not  part  of  the  design  of  a  building, 
and  hence  not  subject  to  jurisdiction  of  the  Art  Commission. 

The  decision  by  the  Airports  Commission  to  install 
carpet,  as  opposed  to  other  types  of  floor  finishing,  in  the 
public  areas  of  Rotunda  A  was  prompted  by  such  functional  con- 
siderations as  quietness,  comfort,  safety,  better  insulation  for 
heating  and  cooling,  flexibility  and  appearance,  together  with 
economic  factors  such  as  lower  installation  and  maintenance  costs. 

The  installation  of  carpet  in  Rotunda  A  does  not  affect 
the  design  of  the  building.   It  is  clearly  a  business  matter  con- 
cerned with  the  management,  control  and  operation  of  the  Airport 
which  is  vested  exclusively  in  the  Airports  Commission  by  Section 
3.691  of  the  Charter. 

Since  the  installation  of  carpet  on  the  floors  of  Rotunda 
A  does  not  cuusLiLuLe  a  part  of  the  design  of  the  building,  it  is 
my  opinion  that  approval  of  the  Art  Commission  is  not  necessary. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  the  first  portion  of  your  re- 
quest for  opinion  dealing  with  the  time  limit  within  which  the  Art 
Commission  must  act  relative  to  the  question  of  the  type  of  floor 
covering  in  Rotunda  A  is  rendered  moot,  hence  no  opinion  is  expressed 
relative  thereto. 

You  are  advised  accordingly.

Gentlemen : 


On  October  26,  1972,  the  Airports  Commission  submitted 
information  concerning  the  use  of  carpeting  in  Rotunda  A 
and  in  other  public  areas  of  our  Airport  terminal  build- 
ings.  Subsequent  to  that,  on  November  1,  1972,  we 
requested  an  opinion  from  the  City  Attorney's  Office 
concerning  the  responsibility  and  jurisdiction  of  the 
Art  Commission  relative  to  the  selection  of  floor 
covering  for  our  new  construction  work. 

In  his  response  dated  November  16,  1972,  the  City  Attorney 
states: 

"Since  the  installation  of  carpet  on  the  floors 
of  Rotunda  A  does  not  constitute  a  part  of  the 
design  of  the  building,  it  is  my  opinion  that 
approval  of  the  Art  Commission  is  not  necessary." 

In  view  of  the  City  Attorney's  opinion,  we  hereby  withdraw 
our  request  for  approval  of  the  floor  covering  as  presented 
in  our  letter  of  October  26,  1972. 

This  action  is  required  since  the  Airports  Commission  can 
not  transfer  the  responsibility  assigned  to  it  by  the  City 
Charter  to  manage  the  Airport  and  its  development  in  a 
manner  which  it  determines  is  in  the  public  interest. 

In  the  future,  when  reviewing  the  building  designs  for 
Airport  Expansion  Program,  we  hope  to  maintain  the  same 
spirit  of  cooperation  and  respect  that  has  existed  between 
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our  two  Commissions  in  the  past.   In  particular,  the 
development  of  the  art  embellishment  program  will 
require  a  most  cooperative  effort.

NOTE  -  O'Connor  -Opinion  16  November  72 
Re:   Jurisdiction  of  Art  Commission 

In  my  opinion,  Mr.  O'Connor's  opinion  betrays  an  ignorance  of  the 
meaning  of  what  is  meant  by  the  word  "design"  that  is  incredible. 

First  of  all,  if  one  is  using  a  dictionary  as  authority,  it  should 
be  the  best  and  most  recent.   The  Second  Edition  of  Webster's 
Unabridged  Dictionary  was  published  in  1934.   At  that  time  2"  of 
vertical  space  were  given  to  the  verb  and  2"  to  the  noun,  total 
four  inches.   The  Third  Edition  of  that  celebrated  work,  published 
a  few  years  ago,  lists  nearly  5"  for  the  verb,  6"  for  the  noun, 
total  nearly  11  inches,  an  increase  of  nearly  300%. 

The  base  of  his  argument,  no  longer  recorded  in  the  dictionary, 
is  a  definition  which,  by  standards  of  today's  scholarship  and 
professional  interpretation,  is  quaint  and  leads  him  to  conclusions, 
bizarre  and  astonishing. 

This  is  unfortunate  for  the  people  of  San  Francisco  who  voted  for 
the  Airport  Bonds  a  few  years  ago  and  who  expect  more  than  what  is 
in  prospect  for  them  if  carpet  is  permitted  at  the  S.F.I. A. 
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For  Mr.  O'Connor,  the  beautiful  floors  of  the  City  Hall,  of  the 
Opera  House,  of  the  Kansas  City  International  Airport  or  any 
building  of  one's  choice  with  a  fine  pavement,  are  not  an  integral 
part  of  the  design  of  the  building. 

He  says  "the  main  features  of  any  building,  and  therefor  an  integral 
part  of  its  design,  are  its  exterior  walls,  roof,  interior  bearing 
walls  and  structural  floor."  Quelle  naivete"!   Very  few  buildings 
today  have  bearing  walls  and  if  they  existed  one  would  not  know  it 
on  a  visit  to  the  building.   As  for  a  structural  floor  it  truly  is 
part  of  the  structure  and  the  exposed  portion,  the  surface  pavement, 
is  a  vital  part  of  the  design. 

Mr.  O'Connor's  assistant  is  quite  unaware  apparently  that  an  "integral 
part  of  the  design"  is  quite  a  different  notion  from  an  integral  part 
of  the  structure.   The  Charter  was  not  written  by  fools,  although  at 
times  official  interpretation  of  it  makes  one  wonder  about, — many  things, 

We  read,  "the  type  of  floor  finish  relates  not  to  the  design  of  the 
building  but  rather  to  functional  use", — where j one  wonders  has  the 
author  of  such  nonsense  been  living  during  his  life?

The  supreme  and  climactic  miscomprehension  of  the  subject  occurs 
when  the  writer  of  the  opinion  says,  "But  whatever  the  floor  finish, 
it  can  be  altered  from  one  type  to  another  without  alteration  to  the 
structural  floor  of  the  building.   In  this  respect  floor  covering 
is  very  much  the  same  as  furnishings  or  other  movables  which  are  not 
part  of  the  design  of  a  building,  and  hence  not  subject  to 
jurisdiction  of  the  Art  Commission." 

Superb  evasion.   The  central  question  is  "design  of  the  building", 
I  repeat,  "design  of  the  building",  and  every  time  the  floor  finish 
is  changed  I  say  the  design  of  the  building  is  changed. 

These  are  only  fragmentary  observations .   It  is  not  the  purpose 
of  this  Commission  to  interpret  the  Charter  but  when  interpretators 
of  the  Charter  are  mere  slaves  of  words,  slaves  of  fragments  of  a 
sentence  and  seem  destitute  of  ability  to  comprehend  ideas   and 
notions  involved  in  the  concept  of  design,  and  when  by  that 
indifference  or  inability  to  see  that  the  interests  of  the  people 
of  San  Francisco  are  poorly  served,  then  I  think  we  must  hope  that 
others  can  pick  up  where  our  authority  ends.
